The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 3, 4 and 6-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Oshima . Ohsima discloses 
elements as set forth in the instant claims for the reasons set forth in paragraph 7 of the 
first action filed 3-9-05. Elements with two photosensitive layers are disclosed by the 
disclosure of " at least one photosensitive layer " in Ohsima . The disclosure of at least 
one photosensitive layer would at least make obvious elements with two photosensitive 
layers in Ohsima. Applicants 1 argument that the binders of formula I of the instant claims 
are not disclosed in Ohsima is unconvincing since Ohsima discloses the same formula I 
binders as in the instant claims for photosensitive layers which would be located in all of 
the photosensitive layers, i.e. first and second photosensitive layers. The first layer of 
the instant claims includes photosensitive layers.
